Oermany has ceded to the Allies all 
the vessels of her merchant marine 
exceeding 1600 groea tone, half the 
Tesseli between 1000 tone, and ono 
quarter ot her tmwlera and other 
fishing boats. 

She has ceded to the Allies "all hor 
rights and titles over her overseas 
posiesslons." 

Both these tremendously import- 
ant cessions are very sweeping in 
charfuster. i . . 

Coil an<l Inm— 

"Oermany cedes to France in full 
and absolute possession . • . . . th? 
coal mines situated in the Saar 
Basin." 

' Upper Silesin which formerly con- 
tributed 28 peir cent of Oermany'B coal 
output, is, subject to a plebiscite, to 
be. ceded to Poland. 

Further, as part payment for Ra- 
paration: ^ 

1. To France 7,000,000 tons annu- 
ally for 10 years. 

3. To Belgium t,d00,000 tons annu- 
ally for 10 years. 

8. To Italy an annual quantity, ris- 
ing by annual increments from 4,- 
600,000 tons In 1919-1920 to 8,500,000 
tons in each of the six years 1923- 
1924 to 1928-1929. 

4. To Luxembourg, it required, a 
quantity of coal equal to the pre-war 
annual consumption of German coal 
In Luxembourg. 

^ This amounts In all to an annual 
average of about 26,000,000 tons. 
Also for . some years there must be 
sent about 20,000,000 tons to France, 
as compensation for damage done to 
French mines. 

Keynes makes a lengthy analysis 
of the situation which leads to the 
conclusion that Germany's present 
requirements are 110,000,000 tons, 
against an output not exceeding lOO,- 
000,000 tons of which 40,000,000 tons 
are mortgaged to the Allies. 

Transport and Tariff Systems— 

For five years Alsace-Lorraine 
shall be free to export into Germany, 
withoiit payment ot customs duty, tiip 
to the average amount sent àhhu^liy 
into Oermbhy froiri 1911-1913. . Fob 
three years Polahd's exports tO Géf- 
raany, and for five years Luxem- 
bourg's/ exports to Germany, are to 
have ai similar privilege. None of 
these are reciprocal as tar as Oet'- 
tnany is concerned. 

The river, system of Germany is 
placed unije'r foreign control. 

Reparation-^ \ 

On "this' bead again Mr. Keynes un- 
dertakes an elaborate analysis to 
show that the largest stim which it is 
practicable to exact from Oremany by 
way ot Reparation is 10,000,000,0i)o 
dollars. 

A chapter is then devoted to a de- 
scription of Europe in most sombre 
hues, which brings the author to tUa 
qiieetion: 'What -remedy or remedies 
should be resorted to? 

Those which he suggests are four- 
fold: ' 

1.. The rerision of the Treaty. 

2. ' The settlement of inter-Aliy 
indebtedness. ' .,^,V ^ 

3. An international loan and a re- 
form of the currency. 

4. The relations of Central Europe 
and Russia^ Oermany to be encour- 
aged to assist Russia in reorganizing. 

Und|er the revision of the treaty the 
following, expedients are suggested: 
■ The Paris conference , to considei 
tke Reparation Cominlsslon's sugges- 
tions was held during the latter part 
of last Janufiry. At this conference, 
Mr. Doumer, . French Minister of Fin- 
ance) In a speech delivered on the 
2€th of the month, suggested as 
lil^ely figiure ojf Germany's war debt 
the sum pi: 60 i>illion dollars (240 bil- 
lion gold marks) of which Fran'-é 
claim 27% billion dollars. Germany 
could, P4y, he said. Her mines and 
forests could' be sold to meet he: 
debt. , 

On the following day Lloyd George 
declared Mr. Doumer's plan morally 
justifiable but Impracticable. He 
urged the necessity of: 
' 1. Fixing the amount of reparation 
and mode of payment; 
\2.. Requiring Germany to put her 
finances and taxation in order; 

3. Holding a conference Includin? 
Germans such as at Spa, to discuss 
these matters. , ■ • , ^ . 

On the, 30th January, in accordance 
with the report of the special com- 
mission on reparation, the conference 
fixed the annuities payable by Ger- 
many as follows: 

2 of $690,000,000. 

3 of »750,000,0{)0. 
3 of »1,000,000.000.. 
3 ot 11,260,000,000. 

31 ot $1,500,000,000. 
. This toUl of $66,000,000,000 gold is 
payable- in forty-two years beginning 
on May 1st next, payments being 



DR. OLDHAM TO 
COMETOMcGILL 

First Secretary of the Britisli 
SlM^t MomÎMOit. 



Dr. J. H. Oldham, of London, is to 
visit Montreal during the next week, 
and is to «cive a part of his time to 
MoOill. Many who have heard of Or. 
Oldham's work, or who have been in- 
spired by his personality, will be glad 
to hear this news. 

Dr. Oldham has been in America, for 
some time In connection with the 
work of the International Missionar>- 
Committae, of which he is secretary. 
He was called up from New York 
some time ago to deliver an address 
at Convocation Hall, Toronto. At- 
tempts ha.v.e been made previously to 
secure his services for a day or two 
at McOill, but have not been success- 
tul because, oti his he^vy programmo 
in tbe.Uhited. States. It is, therefore, 
gratifying that he will bn 
able to vlslt^lifl'on S.unday, March 
13th. 

Dr. Oldham was one of the first 
secretaries of the British Student 
Movement in 1896-97. , He later 
spent several years in India. . Ho 
became Secretery of the World's Mis- 
sionary Conference in 1910, and con- 
tinues in the capacity of SecreUry of 
the International Missionary Com- 
mittee.
